Education Alone Will Not Suffice.

Prof. Lewis is known as an able and conscientious nun and 


'-.is undoubtedly sincere in his belief th'a( education is the 


remedy for practically all the wrongs'which afflict society, but 
it is to be feared that he and others who lake the same view 
are mistaken. 
It is-'not-easy for the average individual to be- 


lieve that the horror of that.mining field..was due to a lack of 
education. 
It was due'to pass'ioh growing'.out of industrial 


warfare, which is only less bitter than battles with arms, into 
which it sometimes develops, as in.this case. 


.Every intelligent person is in favor of education for all 
' classes of the.population, and no country in the world makes 


such generous provision foj this as the United States. -And 
yet,'if-statistics are to be relied upon, crime is more common 
Jiere than in most other civilized nations, proving conclusively 


vihat freedom from crime does not rest upon education alon.e. 
' 
''And. further evidence of this is afforded by the fact that 


many of the most serious crimes in this country, particularly 
crimes of a financial character, are committed by educated 
men who have had every advantage in life. It is also true that 
.the commission of crimes of violence is not confined to the. un- 
cducuted. Everybody knows this. The papers almost daily 
contain reports of the most flagrant crimes committed by men 
and women who cannot take shelter under the plea of lack of 


..education.

: 
There are causes of crime which education alone will not 


remove. Avarice, passioii, haired and the. spirit of reve.iige 


'•are, perhaps, as prevalent among the educated as among the 


unlearned. These are human elements that are not removed 


. by mere contact With the school house and college. 
The 


school and college are valuable and education is indispensable 
lo a progressive people, bul a country that relies upon educa- 
tion to shield it against crime, makes a serious mistake/as this 


, country ought to have learned by-this lime. 


Take-the present trouble In connection wilh the enforces- 


ment'of the prohibition laws'..While there are cheap and ig- 
norant bootleggers at work, il is not they .who are making the 
chief trouble. 
It is men of education and means who are able 


to operate on a large scale, and their coadjutors are men sim- 
ilarly circumstanced who have use for their products. Yet 
the shouting is abouMhe little bootlegger whose hip pocket is 
his place of business, while eyes are solemnly closed lo the 
wholesale operations of the illicit whiskey princes, whom it 
seems lo be exceedingly difficult to delect and punish.' 


Education is one of'the foundation stones of this republic 


'and deserves (he loyal support of all, but it is foolish to at- 
tempt to magnify it into something it is not. .And this is done 
.whenever an effort is made to hold the lack of education re- 
sponsible for the prevalence of crime.
